BANKRUPTCY BILL CONSIDERED. 


House Give* the Day to Tension LegUln- 
tio n —Navitl A p p rop riation Com m ittee 
W ill Not Place a Lim it on th e Price 
of A rm or—To Protect Freed men —O ther 
W ashington New*. 


Washington 
, 
Feb. 
17. — Senator 
Chandler’s sp eech in the senate yester­ 
day iu advocacy of bimetallism was one 
of the notable efforts of the p resent ses­ 
sion, not only for the scholarly care 
with which the senator p resented the 
question from his standp oint, but for 
the bitter sarcasm addressed to Senator 
Palmer and the, Indianap olis conven­ 
tion, the arraignment of silver rep ubli­ 
cans who bolted the St. Louis conven­ 
tion, and for the dramatic p ersonal ex­ 
change between Mr. Chandler and Air. 
Pettigrew, the latter being one of tho 
bolters from the St. Louis convention. 
Mr. Chandler’s sp eech 
lasted three 
hours and was rep lete with incident. It 
was an argument against single stand­ 
ard of either metal, gold or silv r, and 
a warning against a p olicy of monomet­ 
allism. 
The Indian ap p rop riation bill was 
then taken up , the bankrup tcy bill giv­ 
ing way temp orarily. 
Without action 
on the Indian bill the senate went into 
executive session for a short time. 
The 
bankrup tcy bill was taken up and Air. 
Hoar sp oke in favor of the bill. 
He 
said the p ending bill sought to afford 
help to the 600,000 bankrup ts of the 
country as well os p rotection to the 
creditor class. 
The state insolvency 
laws were manifestly inadequate as 
only 18 states had laws embracing vol- 
uutarv and involuntary insolvency. He 
exp lained that the 
p enning measure 
p rovided voluntary as well as involun­ 
tary bankrup tcy. 
Involuntary p roceed­ 
ings could be sustained on a showing of 
actual insolvency. 


H ouse Proceedings. 
W ashington 
, Feb. 17.—The house 
devoted yeatertiay, after the routine 
business had been disp osed of. to the 
consideration of p rivate p ension bills. 
Thirty-nine bills in all were p assed, in­ 
cluding bills to p ension the widow of 
General Samuel A. Duncan at $ 00, the 
widow of Colonel D. Derussey at $ 60, 
the widow of General G. A. Heckman 
at $ 50 and the widow of General Van- 
dever, a former member of the house 
from California at $ 50. 
For the first 
time this sessiou the house on a vote de- 
umicvi tv, override a p ension veto sub­ 
mitted to it for action. 
The bill was 
that to p ension Nancy G. Allabach, 
widow, at the rate of $ 80 p er mouth. 
The house sustained the veto 116 to 79. 
A bill w as p assed to define the jurisdic­ 
tion of United States courts in cases for 
infringement of letters’ p atent.

The newsp ap er which calls attention 
to this condition of affairs p ronounces it 
a disgrace to the city and says that it 
exp ects to see step s taken p romp tly for 
the p urp ose of correcting the faults of 
the jail and p reventing honest ladies 
from living in this manner with de­ 
graded criminal women.

«H*ys it is imp ossible to k^Upvp that the 
authorities are aware of the facts, other­ 
wise they would remedy the defects of 
the p rison which are rep ulsive to human 
sentiments and contrary to morality 
and religion.

Limiting the p ower of township trus­ 
tees iu contracting debts; regulating 
sales of real estate by trustees and exec - 
utors without tho state; enabling the 
commissioners of Jasp er county to sell 
about $ 80,000 bonds to comp lete their 
eourthouse; amending tho law in re­ 
gard to the arrest and extradition of 
fugitives from justice from other states: 
requiring standard half-bushel measure 
to be used in testing wheat in less than 
car lots; roqniring recorders to keep a 
sep arate record of real estate leases; 
p reventing the slaughter of Chinese 
p heasants until 1901; to p revent p re­ 
ferences 
by 
p rivate 
corp orations; 
amending the mechanic’s lien law, to 
make the lien hold to the imp rovoments 
in case the laud p asses out of p ossession 
of the p erson contracting the debt; p er­ 
mitting wives of drunkards and imbi- 
ciles to join in conveying the husband’s 
real estate; requiring that the board of 
commissioners shall fix ferry rat^s at 
the time of granting license to ferry 
boats. 
The bill of Mr. Thomas p roviding for 
a commission of five lawyers to make a 
fevision of the laws of the state failed 
ror want of a constitutional majority. 
The subject is one of largo imp ortance 
and has been very little discussed, 
though nearly all the members who 
have given attention to it have admit­ 
ted the necessity of a revision. 
The senate p assed the following bills: 
To p rohibit railroad comp anies from 
laying rails 011 laud belonging to cem­ 
eteries; amending the road law; p ermit­ 
ting any mutual stock and assessment 
insurance comp any to do an "old line” 
business by dep ositing all funds with 
the auditor of state, excep t money for 
exp enses; requiring township s to take 
care of their own p oor; relative to p ro­ 
ceedings iu civil cases; p roviding that 
when the finding is made on the last 
day of the term the motion for a new 
trial can be be filed the first week of the 
next regular term; requiring couutv au­ 
ditors to name and index highways;

The bill of Mr. Thom as providing for 
a com m ission of five law yers to make a 
fevision of the law s of the state failed 
ror w ant of a constitutional m ajority.

Architectural engineering is a branch 
•f the gentle art of making mud pies in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked with a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per sqnare foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to the finest 
! point so as to come under some other 
contractor's bid. 
He simply rolls hi* 
’ trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
»trikes the “ dobe m ud,” and in a short 
time he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and made with 
•traw*. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe^ 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in tha 
moat prim itive manner, and the Bins 
Island brickmaker who m ight happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operatiog 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im ­ 
posed by the climatio conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
Ihe sun dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who reoently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested iu the 
’dobe housea 
For weeks he inquired 
gud searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Banta Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping w ith their bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. 
He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. 
In de 
scribing the process he said : 
“ The men artually dug up the ’dobe 
oiud from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, as 
ivo say, ‘tempered’ it w ith water until 
It was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
abort pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
aud their matei ial w us roody to maks 
into brick. 
A wood frame laj on the 
ground. This frame was filled w ith the 
’dobe mud mixed with bay, and one of 
tho men got into the frame and stamped 
the mud down w ith hi* bare feet, at 
the same time tamping it with a stick. 
After the frame was packed hard h* 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stick, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the framo from the clay he 
f>nrrn*1 the brick to one aide of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he made he leaned against the first one, 
and soon he had a dozen largo brick*— 
each twice as wide and long and t hick 
as an ordinary brick—drying iu the 
sun. One of the men told mo that th* 
bricks would be ready to lay in three or 
four days, and that they used the mud 
which the bricks are made of for tbs 
plaster. 
“ The walls of an adobe house are verj 
thick, sometime« two or three feet, aud 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are buiH up 
level with tho top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The roof has a slight 
•lant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it rains, the W’ater soaks into the 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into the rooms below* until the 
ruin is over. Then the family moves out 
until the w ater is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw* an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which w as built in the sixteenth 
oentury, and, bo far as I could see, the 
w'tUls were as strong and good as any 
house around there. 
“ Walls aip built of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
and such walls are strong and solid. 
1 
suppose if that country had half as much 
rain as falls in Chicago the ’dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico ia 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 dnys W’hen sunshine predominate* 
and only 89 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dew ." 
It ia estimated that an adobe house 
oosts about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this m aterial which 
oost nc.t less than $30,000 to construct 
When the “ Americans” settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and tho 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of the country 
aud built their house« of ’dobe mud. — 
Chicago Record.

Chandler’* speech in the seuate yester­ 
day in advocacy of bimetallism was one 
of the notable efforts of the present aes- 
not only for the scholarly care 
with which the senator presented the 
question from his standpoint, but for 
the bitter sarcasm addressed to Senator 
Palmer and the Indianapolis conven­ 
tion, the arraignment of silver republi­ 
cans who bolted the St. Louis conven­ 
tion, and for the dramatic personal ex­ 
change between Mr. Chandler aud Mr.

Lim iting the power of township tru s­ 
tees in contracting debts; regulating 
sales of real estate by trustees and exec­ 
utors without the state; enabling the 
commissioners of Jasper county to sell 
about $80,000 bonds to complete their 
courthouse; amending tho law in re­ 
gard to the arrest and extradition of 
fugitives from justice from other states; 
requiring standard half-bushel measure 
to be used in testing wheat in less than 
car lots; requiring recorders to keep a 
separate record of real estate leases; 
preventing the slaughter of Chinese 
pheasants until 1901; to prevent pre­ 
ferences 
by 
private 
corporations; 
amending the mechanic’s lien law, to 
make the lieu hold to tho improvements 
in case the laud passes out of possession 
of the person contracting the debt; per­ 
m itting wives of drunkards and irnbi- 
ciles to join in conveying the husband’s 
real estate; r* quiring that the board vif 
commissioners shall fix ferry rates at 
the time of granting license to ferry 
boats. 
The bill of Mr. Thomas providing for 
a commission of five lawyers to make a 
fevision of the laws of the state failed 
ror want of a constitutional majority. 
The subject is one of large importance 
and has been very little discussed, 
though nearly all the members who 
have given attention to it have adm it­ 
ted the necessity of a revision. 
The senate passed the following bills: 
To prohibit railroad companies from 
laying rails on laud belonging to cem­ 
eteries; amending the road law; perm it­ 
ting any mutual stock and assessment 
insurance company to do an “old line” 
business by depositing alt funds w ith 
the auditor of state, except money for 
expenses; requiring townships to take 
care of their own poor; relative to pro­ 
ceedings in civil cases; providing that 
when the finding is made on the last 
day of the term the motion for a new 
trial can be be filed the first week of the 
next regular term; requiring oouuty au­ 
ditors to name and index highways; 
perm itting the Indiana university to 
sell real estate in Bloomington.

The bill of Mr. Thomas providing for 
a com m ission of five law yers to make a 
revision of the law s of the state failed 
ror w ant of a constitutional m ajority.

discussed, 
though nearly all the members w h o 
have given attention to it have adm it­ 
ted the necessity of a revision.

Architectural engineering is a branch 
•if the gentle art of making mud pies in 
the land where the adobe house« grow. 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked w ith a 
red cross, tho native oontractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the “ dobe m ud,’’ and in a short 
time he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and made with 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement po 
culiar to the arid plains of New* Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in th# 
most prim itive manner, and the Blas 
Island brickmaker who m ight happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operatioe 
w ith amusement or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im- 
potted by the clim atic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; Id 
winter it is warm. Its thick w alls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, aud, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in the 
'dobe houses. 
For weeks he inquired 
aud searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Bania Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
olay in a wooden frame. 
He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobo brick. 
In de 
scribing the process he said : 
“ The men actually dug up the Mobs 
mud from tile bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. 
They mixed it, or, as 
ive say, ‘tempered’ it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
short pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was ready to make 
into brick. 
A wood frame I ai on the 
ground. This frame was filled \iith the 
’dobe mud mixed with hay, and one of 
tho men got into the frame and stamped 
the mud down with his bare feel, at 
the same time tamping it w ith a stick. 
After the frame was packed haiti hs 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stick, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay bt 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
aud stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he made he leaned against the first one, 
and soon he had a doz*‘n large bricks— 
each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—-drying in the 
•mn. One of the an n told mo that His 
bricks would be ready to lay in thri'e or 
four days, and that they used the rout) 
which the bricks are made of for th# 
plaster. 
“ The w alls of an adobe bouse are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
In tho ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they ure built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are bu.'t up 
level with tho top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The roof has a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it rains, the water soaks into the 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
dow n into the rooms below’ until the 
rain is over. Then the fam ily moves out 
until the W’ater is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which was built in the sixteenth 
century, and, so far as I could see, the 
walls were as strong and good m any 
house around thoro. 
“ Walls aqp built of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
and such w alls are strong aud solid. 
I 
•oppose if that country bad half as much 
rain as falls in Chicago tho ’doh© houses 
would utter a time crumble away, but 
tho average year in New Mexico is 
made 14* of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
18U days W’hen sunshine predominates 
and only 30 days of cloud, so that th© 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sizt-d fall of dew .'' 
It it estimated that an adobe house 
oosts about $100 a room, but thoro ar© 
mansions built of this material which 
©ost net less than $30,000 to construct 
When the “ Americans’’ settled in Now 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and th© 
lower part of California they accepted 
tho treeless condition of the country 
aud built their bouse© of ’dobe mud. — 
Chicago Record.
